Explanation of Gauging Rod Tables. 


In ascertaining the amount of liquid in a Hogshead of 108 gallons, use No. 
94} Rod. Drop the pointed end of the Rod into the bung of the Hogshead, 
while lying on its side, and observe on the scale of inches how far up the Rod is 
wet. Then look at the Table marked “Hhd.,” and against the figures in the 
columns marked “inches” and “parts in.,” agreeing with the point at which the 
wet line appears on the scale of inches, will be found the number of gallons 
contained in the Hogshead. Should the Hogshead be more than half full, the 
contents will be ascertained by deducting the “inches” and “parts in.” of dry 
space above the liquid — or the gallons indicated in the Table against the same— 
from the full capacity of the Hogshead (108 gals.). The other Tables (for Tierce, 
Bbl., and Half Bbl.) may be used in the same manner for Casks of their respective 
contents. The graduations on the opposite side from the Tables will indicate the 
total capacity of any regularly shaped cask, by carrying the brass tip on the Rod 
down to the inner end of the cask at the chime, the bung being at the middle of 
the upper side; and observing the graduation which comes at the center of the 
bung-hole, while the Rod is in this position, you will have the total capacity in 
gallons.

The Drawing represents an Adjustable Plumb and 
Level with the plates removed. The metallic case or 
glass holder is constructed at its two ends with an ear 


or lug, inclined upon the under side. Beneath these 


two ears the adjustable seats are arranged. ‘These are 


inclined upon their upper surfaces corresponding to 


the incline of the ears, and are slotted so that the 


screw which is introduced through the ear, and into 
the wood through the slots, the seats resting solidly 
upon the wood. 


SECTIONAL VIEW. 


To adjust the glass, either of the seats is forced 


beneath its respective ear, or drawn therefrom until 


the bubble indicates the perfect level. The screws 
are then set, thus securing the case and seats in place. 


The transverse or plumb glass is adjusted in the same 


manner, save that the ears are at one end of the glass- 
holder, and at right angles thereto. 

This improvement in adjusting the spirit glass is 
highly commended by the mechanic for its simplicity, 
and being reliable in all its parts, beneath the plates, 
and not exposed to meddlesome persons, no springs to 
become inefficient by constant use or careless handling.
